Hospital, has said 
that every hospital should have an 
ample parking lot which could be 
used as a helicopter landing area

Extra medical and surgical Ip 
plies should be kept at the ho 
pital for emergencies. The opinion 


of many administrator who have 


experienced disasters is that the 
inventory of medical and surgical 
upplie hould be increased to 
about a 10- to 14-day supply in 
excess of that needed for normal 


hospital use. This should provide 
a backlog that can be used in a 
disaster emergency at least until 
additional upplies can be obtained 
from outside source Considera 
tion may also be given to providing 
additional storeroom space to pe!
